But I 
never affirmed, I never ſuggeſied, to your 
Lordſhip, or to any Mortal Man, that the 
late Sermon of the Biſhop of Bangor was 
preach'd with my Knowledge, or ſubmitted 
to my Correction. | knew nothing of I, * 
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had no manner of Concern in it, nor could 
I have the Vanity to intimate any ſuch 
thing. | 

And therefore if your Lordſhip, upon 
any Miſtake in Memory, or any Miſinfor- 
mation, has reported me to be the Man, 
do beſeech your Lordſhip, I do inſiſt up- 
on it, that your Lordſhip would not ſuf- 
fer that Miſtake to be impoſed upon the 
World. For I muſt do my ſelf the Juſtice 


to declare, in the moſt folemn Manner, 


that whoever was the Author or Relater of 
ſuch a Story, I was not ; and, before your 
Lordſhip's Letter by this laſt Poſt, I never 
heard or dreamt of the leaſt Syllable of it. 

I believe I could tell how your Lord- 


ſhip was drawn into ſuch a Miſtake ; but 
there is no Need at preſent, to ſay more 


than what I muſt have Leave to ſay, That 
your Lordſhip is miſtaken if you conceive 
me to be the Perſon who told any ſuch 
thing.
